Among tiio list of chronic diseases which 


affect the human frame, Catarrh Is the most 
prevalent, uyst offensive, most productive of 
discomfort, and most liable toa variety of dan- 
gerous and distressing complications.

Through a multitude 
of small colls, situated at tlio root of nose 
they are brought Into communication with the 
brain, and other channels connect them with 
the various air-cavities situated In tho bones 


Ill a largo number of cases of Catarrh the 


throat Is aifuuted; lu well a* the nasal passages 
and when such Is the case a feeling of Irrita- 
tion, fullness, rawness, tenderness or pain Is 
felt In tlu throat, Increased upon pressure or 
while swallowing, and occasionally a distress- 
ing sensation Is complained of, as If a hair or 
brlstlo or other foreign substance had found 
Its way Into the throat and lodged thoro. The 
mucous membrane Is coated with a tough vis- 
cid discharge which provokes an almott con- 
stant desire of scraping, hemming or hawking 
while at times a disagreeable sensation of dry- 
ness Is almost constantly present.

resemblance to that of Mr. Gladstone. 
Five minutes cheering ensued as ho 
TOKO to speak. "Gentlemen," he said, 
"I have just risen this evening from my 
bed after many days illness, because I 
•will not lose this, possibly last, oppor- 
tunity to moot my good friends and 
fellow-workers hero, and thank you for 
your inspiring friendship and support 
throughout our common labors for tho 
Liberal Party."

was just finishing an opening eulogy on 
Great Britain and Bristol In particular 
when a voice shouted out "Three cheers 
for tho Grand Old Man." 
There was a 


rush, a surge and a swaying of Liberal 
and Conservative mobs till tho latter 
cor.<|uerod|after tenmlnuteit' wrestling, 
lighting and swearing, and the fool was 
ejected. A lull for a moment or so, 
while all 
took breath, enabled Sir 


Michael Hicks-Beach, a; gentleman of 
most pleasing address, to begin lauda- 
tions of Conservative administration 
and criticism of Liberal government, 
and make a statement that tho only 
hope for English labor and capital was 
a foreign war to open up foreign purses, 
citing tho ilurmoso war iu n striking ex- 
ample of what strong, swift measures 
the Conservatives wero capable of if 
once in power, when the Atheist yelled 
out "three cheers for Mr. Uradlaugh."

Recipe for Baden-Baden Pudding

Having soaked a half-ounce of gelatine 
in a teacupful of sweet milk until soft- 
ened, then add it to the rice, and cook 
over the fire for a few minutes until 
well incorporated.

Meanwhile whip a pint of cream to a 
stiff froth, and add to the rice, togeth- 
er with a quarter of a pound or teacup- 
ful of pulverized white sugar.

How to Make Rio* Croquette!. 


Boll a half-pound of rico III a quart 


of boiling water, with an even table- 
Bpoonful of salt, until just tender.— 
Drain It and put It Into half a pint of 
fresh milk. Flavor with four ounces 
of sugar, the grated rind of half a 
lemon, or two Inches of stick cinna- 
mon. Cook for half an hour, stirring 
occasionally to prevent burning. Take 
from the fire and gradually Htir in.to 
the rice the beaten yolks of three eggs. 
Iteturn to tho fire for two minutes, 
when tho eggs will bo sutllciontly sot. 
Then spread the rico on a large Hat 
buttered dish, letting it cover it to tho 
depth of one inch, and so let tho rice 
remain until cool enough to handle.— 
Spread a clean hoard with powdered 
cracker dust, turn tho rice upon it, and 
out into strips about three inches long 
and one wide. 
Itoll tho croquettes into 


tho shape of corks. Dip them first into 
cracker dust, then into egg, again into 
oruoker dust, and then drop them for 
frying into boiling lard. When done, 
drain from grease on an inverted sieve, 
or by laying on brown paper.
